‘Mr. Crerar’s argument is not sound in the face of: the 
tacts. Only once before, when, in the face of an election, our 
government paid a bonus of five cents per bushel on wheat, has 
the farmer been given a policy that has cost thé people of other 
parts of Canada one cent. Even though Canada paid out fifty 
million dollars every year to western farmers. we would still 
be getting back less than we of the west pay out for protection of 
the East. 

As matters stand today, the Western farmer is left to 
meet conditions as best he can in a world market, But when he 
takes his product to that market, he is not permitted to buy én 
that same market. No, not by a long way. He must buy in 
a market protected for the benefit of Eastern Canada, who have 
Withdrawn protection for him. He pays out $80,006,000 every 
year in excess prices on the goods he buys because of a pro- 
teetive tariff which takes everything and leaves him no benefit in 
exchangé. His neighbor to the south receives a slightly higher 
average price because he is the one who is protected by his 
government, and he buys in an open market where an industrial 
development makes aavilable all the commodities he requires at 
a price level which permits him to enjoy the advantages of mod- 
ern development. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that Saskatchewan farm- 
ers recently declared in favor of secession from Canada. Their 
plight has been and is a serious one, and who can blame them it 
in their extremity they consider extreme measures. They could 
never hope to maintain a separate independence, but they prob- 
ably have in view a close economic if not political association 
with the country to the south. 

The people of Western Canada cannot give up the fignt 
now. We must-not submit to.this relicf basis guarantee: To 
do so would be to place every farmer of Western Canada per- 
manently On a par with the peasant of the Ukraine, hopelessly 
plodding year after year through his sodden clay fields, driving 
his family and his oxen alike to wreak enough from the land on 
sto to provide food and shelter of a primitive kind for: his 
amily. 

Western Canada deserves and must have a better ouit- 
look than this for her farmers. We want. and we will have, by 
one means or another, the opportunity to share in the comforts and 
conveniences of the modern civilization which we are helping io 
build for other parts of Canada, rather than the sod shack and the 
black bread of the peasant. But we must fight for it as we Lave 
never ought before. The East is blind to the need for national 
Unity when she denies the West any part of a square deal. 104 
has definitely thrown the gauntlet to the West. — Self preserva- 
tion continues to be our first law, and the farmers of the West 
must prepare to fight as they have never fought before for their 
very existence. And that fight must take in the whole problem 
of exploitation of Western Canada, including discriminatory 
freight rates, tariffs and administration. Either Western Can- 
ada must be a full partner in Confederation, or she must seek ner 
own remedies.—Grande Prairi® Herald.
